The telev ision programs always conclude at precisely the 
right moment - alter Kojak catches the crim inal and before 
the courts turn him loose 
W hat's it really lik e on a big-city police beat7 
CHICAGO AVERAGES a thousand m ajor crim es — 
burglary, robbery, murder — ev ery day! Only 5?r of those 
crim inals are brought to trial And of those brought to trial 
only I'",- ev er go to jail 
Were there tim e to belabor this subject I could 
dem onstrate that, because of some of those Earl Warren 
Court decisions defending the rights of wrongdoers, our 
Chicago courts hav e become so ham strung and/or lenient 
that our lock ed-up juries are serv ing more time than our 
crim inals' 
Doing the best they can under the circum stances. Chicago 
cops are increasingly seek ing to anticipate and intercept 
crim es 
Police detectiv e William Hanhardt recently told the 
Chicago Sun-Times that it can't be done the way the telev i­ 
sion detectiv es do it He says TV detectiv es giv e the im pres­ 
sion that most crime-solv ing is done by one man through a

burglar Noting that the beginner burglar had a wife and a 
new baby, he soft-talk ed him about the trouble he was in The 
burglar soon v olunteered. “ You help me; I'll help you.” And 
he has ev er since. 
Ninety-fiv e percent of the information a good cop gets 
from a street source he can’t use or he'd get his source shot, 
so to k eep his channels open he has to prov e that he can be

MY OWN APPRECIATION for the role of the police in­ 
former was enhanced during the American Legion s 1965 
conv ention in Portland.

FBI sources inside a subv ersiv e outfit learned that a 
demonstration was planned in the balcony of the huge 
am phitheater intended to trigger a main floor stampede for 
the exits, a possible riot.

Mo re LSD Ex periments 


WASHINGTON - There has 
been an uproar ov er LSD ex­ 
periments since the Central In­ 
telligence Agency admitted it 
has slipped LSD to unsuspecting 
subjects One of them. Frank 
Olson, leaped to his death out of 
a New York City hotel room 
For three week s, we hav e 
been interv iewing the leading 
LSD researchers in America 
They hav e found the drug effee 
tiv e in tre a ting alcoholics, 
neurotics, heroin addicts, and 
terminal patients 
The LSD experiments usually 
are conducted in a carpeted 
room, with a couch and soft 
classical back ground music. 
Most of the patients describe the 
experience as memorable 
But some hav e had trips One 
patient felt, alternately, that he 
was being chased, struck with a 
sword, run ov er by a horse and 
frightened by a hippopotamus 
There was another chilling 
note In one LSD clinical expen 
men! then* were fiv e attempted 
suicides out of 5.(100 persons 
Food Probe: The Federal 
Trade Commission is now in 
v estigating the superm ark et 
chains in six big cities The pur­ 
pose is to find out whether t)t** 
supermark ets are charging too 
much, in v iolation of the anti 
trust laws 


We can report this much al 
ready. The gov ernment regula 
tors hav e concluded that the 
superm ark ets charge too much 
hut hav e been unable to prov e 
their pricing practices v iolate 
the law- By the FTC’s calcula­ 
tions, the big food chains hav e 
rung up $1,250,000,000 in excess 
profits since the early 1950s 
The food chains squeezed this 
out of the supermark et shoppers 
because of weak comp* *ion 
But the regulators can’t prov e, at 
least not yet. that the super 
m a r k e t c ha in s c on s pir e d 
together to pash up prices 
The excess profits appear to 
hav e result***! from the pricing 
structure, rather than any anti 
trust conspiracy. The FTC also 
had concluded that the biggest 
cause of fo*>d price increases 
lately" has been rising costs not 
price manipulation But the FTC 
is still inv estigating

Their statements caused such

Sehlesmger later stressed that

We reported on 
July 8, nev ertheless, that the Air 
Force w as receiv ing special 
training to use tactical nuk es as 
a respouse to "minor incidents." 
White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen has now admitted 
that the Air Force, indeed, is 
training with nuclear weapous 
to meet all possible emergencies 
in an u ncertain world 
He 
stressed, as we did in our story, 
that the special training doesn't 
mean the 1 'n;ted .States actually 
intends to use nuclear weapous 
to deal w ith m inor emergencies 
The preparations merely giv e 
the President another option 
We can report, meanwhile, 
that the United States now has 
m ore than 
22.000 tactical 
nuclear weapons. This is proba­ 
bly triple the tactical nuk es in 
the Sov iet arsenal 
We can also report that 
almost half of our tactical nuk es 
are scattered around the world 
from West ( Germany to South

AUSTIN - Lieut Gov Allan 
Shiv ers, the dean of the Tex as 
Senate before he won that 
o ffice 
in 1947 had a strong 
legislativ e 
back ground, and when G ov . 
Beauford Jester died in 1949. 
Shiv ers mov ed quick lv to “ take 
charge ”. 
Before he finished the 
Jester 
term , and three terms o f his 
own. he had become 
pro bably 
the best k nown gov ernor Texas 
ev er had. and he remains the 
one who held the office 
lo nger 
than anyone else 
He and I were at dagger's 
points at times, and I delighted 
at finding out at times what he 
was up to when he didn't yet 
want it k nown Shiv ers was the 
m ost effectiv e of the nine 
gov ernors I hav e k now n, 
because he k new the legislativ e 
process and was willing to tak e 
the tim e to pressu re his 
program s through 
Some 25 years after he left of­ 
fice. Sam Kinch and I put 
together a biography of Shiv ers 
which was published last year 
We hoped to mak e it a balanced 
book because, as Weldon H art 
put it. “one was a Shiv ercrat 
and the other wasn’t, which 
ought to help their credibility.” 
Shiv ers, the conserv ativ e, 
presided as state gov ernment 
spending grew from the $320 
million the year he took office 
as lieutenant gov ernor to $872 
million the year he left office as 
gov ernor. 10 years later. It was 
the era of big fights ov er rural 
roads, the Gilmer-Aik in public 
school program, reform in the 
mental hospitals and, of course, 
the 
f i r s t 
tim e a T e xa s 
D em ocratic conv ention e n­ 
dorsed a Republican for presi­ 
dent Shiv ers whom Kinch and 
I called “ The Pied Piper of Tex­ 
as Polities 
autographed a 
copy of the hook this way: 
To Stuart Long, whose ad­ 
v ice and counsel as well as 
c r itic is m 
m ade my a d ­ 
m inistration a better one “ 
Sen Price Daniel had come 
back from W ashington to 
narrowly win the Democratic 
nomination for gov ernor ov er 
Ralph Yarborough, and took of­ 
fice in 1957 
His six years were to see the 
state budget break the billion 


dollar barrier, and mov e up to 
just about double what it had 
been when he took office 
Daniel had been one of the

Janet Sharpe is a college student 


who lives in Spring Branch. This fall 
she’ll be a junior at Southwestern 
University in Georgetown. 
Recently she dropped me a note 


and said if I ever got to Georgetown, 
she and her friends could show me a 
most beautiful place in the country 
that not many people know about 
At that place, she said, are water 
falls, and quiet streams with crystal 
pools, and great trees, and a big rock 
house that's deserted, and a natural 
swimming pool fed from springs 
boiling out of rock ledges 


This is a place, Janet said, that a 


group of Southwestern students use 
almost as if it’s their private country 
club. Would I like to see it? 
Well, sure I don’t get many letters 


from college students, and I like 
quiet places with waterfalls anyhow 
So I asked Janet to meet me in 
Georgetown. Her friend Scott Coult­ 
er. also of Spring Branch, rode along 
with us to that pretty place 


Scott has finished his second year 


at Southwestern, the same as Janet 
The two of them are just absolutely 
in love with that little university, 
which has an enrollment of less than 
a thousand. They love the city of 
Georgetown, too. which surprised 
me a bit. Students who come out of 
big public school systems and attend 
small colleges in little towns - well, 
they’re apt to figure the towns are 
pretty hicky, where “nothing ever 
happens." 
Evidently 
Georgetown 
is 
an 


exception. Scott and Janet told me a 
lot of Southwestern students stay in 
Georgetown all summer Not to go 
to summer school but just because 
they love the town, and those big old 
white two-story houses where so 
many of them live. 
Some of their friends got a little 


upset when they found out Janet and 
Scott were taking a newspaperman 
to see that secret place 
So I 


promised not to tell exactly where it 
is Just call it The Place The stu­ 
dents have another name for it 


Scott guided me out there and did 


nost of the talking. The Place is 
about a 20 minute drive out of 


Georgetown on the North Fork of 
the San Gabriel River, in that rough 
country along the Baleones Escarp­ 
ment 
The Place is the type of secluded 


spot 
that college students have 


sought out forever In my time we d 
have called it “a place to park," ex­ 
cept in this case you don’t park. You 
walk You leave the car and climb a 
fence and walk about a mile up the 
river to The Place And it’s all there, 
just as Janet said in her letter 
The rock house, which has six big 


rooms and is empty The swimming 
pool, complete with ladders and div­ 
ing boards and slides, and spring-fed 
from the bottom so that the water is 
constantly being changed and stays 
fresh and cold The waterfalls, the 
crystal pools, the trees Mighty nice 
place 
Scott talked about a Southwestern 


tradition called "rolling." 


“ In this area," he said, "are hun­ 
dreds of miles of beautiful country 
roads. When you go rolling, you get a 
few’ friends in a car. and you take 
along your pleasure, and you cruise, 
about 20 miles an hour, along these 
country roads. And you talk, about 
everything ’’ 


Sometimes, while roiling, you stop 


and explore the country, which is 
probably how Southwestern students 
discovered The Place. Janet and 
Scott guessed less than a hundred 
students know where it is 


The rock housp is not old So way 
is it deserted0 Because North Fork 
Dam is being built on the San Gabri 
el, and The Place had to be vacated 
by its owners because eventually it 
will be either under water or very 
close to the shoreline of the new lake 
It's actually now on public property, 
and yet it hides itself there on the 
river, helping young people store up 
memories 


We went by the Corps of Engineers 
office near the dam site to ask how 
long before the water rises "About 
three years," the man said. Which 
ought to give most of the current 
crop of Southwestern students time 
to finish school, before they have to

Can a return to an o ld-fashio ned way o f 
farming lead to lo wer fo o d prices and better 
quality fo o d fo r Americans9 
The questio n is raised — but no t y et 
answered — by results o f a new fiv e-state 
study sho wing that a test gro up o f o rganic 
farmers — who used no chemical pesticides 
and o nly natural fertilizers — raised cro p6 that 
co mpared well with tho se gro wn by co n­ 
v entio nal farmers — and earned just as much 
pro fit. 
The cro ps were almo st as large as regular 
farms pro duced, and co sts were less — $16 an 
acre 
The pro spect is that greater use o f o rganic 
farming might reduce co sts generally (since 
higher petro leum prices mean sharply higher 
chemical fertilizer prices) — and reduce 
env iro nmental hazards o f nitro gen and o ther 
chemicals the fertilizers co ntain. 
No w scientists in St Lo uis hav e fo und that a 
test gro up o f o rganic farmers — who used o nly 
fo ssil fertilizers and no chemical pesticides — 
raised cro ps nearly as large as did a co m­ 
parable gro up o f gro wers using co nv entio nal 
metho ds 
But the o rganic farmers earned just as 
much mo ney as the co nv entio nal farmers 
because their co sts were $16 an acre less. 
The study is a sharp challenge to accepted 
large-scale farming practices since Wo rld War 
II in which farmers hav e turned increasingly 


to co stly chemical substances to stimulate 
plant gro wth, co ntro l weeds, and eliminate 
insects. 
Dr Barry Co mmo ner, directo r o f the Center 
fo r the Bio lo gy o f Natural Sy stems at Wash­ 
ingto n Univ ersity , o rganized the study last 
y ear after fertilizer prices had do ubled — and 
in so me cases tripled — as a result o f the o il 
sho rtage 
The study , financed by the Natio nal Science 
Fo undatio n, is a part o f a lo ng term study o f 
energy pro blems in agriculture 
“ Farmers are increasingly dependent o n 
energy ,” Dr Co mmo ner said in a telepho ne 
interv iew “ No t o nly fo r driv ing tracto rs but 
fo r agricultural chemicals. The price o f 
fertilizer went up ev en faster than gas.” 
Dr Co mmo ner say s American farmers use 
fiv e times as much co mmercial fertilizer as 
they did in 19 50. while use o f pesticides 
increased 40 percent between 19 6 6 and 19 71. In 
the pro cess, co rn cro ps hav e do ubled, while 
the co st o f gro wing them has nearly tripled. 
The pnee o f fertilizers and pesticides, said Dr 
Co mmo ner, no w makes up half o f the co st o f 
raising a cro p 
Whether the study will o pen new av enues to 
lo wer supermarket prices and better-quality 
fo o d is no t y et kno w Oneo ragnic Io wa farmer 
in the ex periment has pro duced labo rato ry 
repo rts sho w ing his co rn cro p was higher in 
nutrients than co rn raised by co mmerical 
fertilizer But Dr Co mmo ner said he has no 
scientific ev idence to suppo rt the claim He 
said he intends to co mpare nutritio nal v alues 
fro m the cro ps in later studies 
The study co v ered 16 o rganic farms and 16

Implications of the newly passed Federal 
Voting Rights Act (y et unsigned by President 
Ford) remain obscure to local officials this 
week but City Manager Leo Wood said Friday 
he was seeking information to serve as guide­ 
lines for future city actions under the act 
Also clouding the issue is the state act. Senate 
Bill 165. passed and effective May 16. How the 
state act supplements, conflicts or adds to the

Hie sweeping regulations seek to insure that spending 
by schools for academic and athletic facilities for students 
and financial aid to students will be divided fairly between 
boys and girls, men and women. 
Most of the regulations are long overdue 
I was a co­ 
sponsor of the bill that made them possible. I feel very 
strongly that women should be granted equal opportunity 
and access in academic facilities, including sports activi­ 
ties. 


But H EW , in its laudable zeal to guarantee equal 
athletic opportunties for women, is defeating its own pur­ 
pose by proposing a rule which will damage the financial 
base of intercollegiate athletics. 
This will work to the 
disadvantage of both men and women students, and to 
alumni and fans who enjoy watching intercollegiate sports. 
I have introduced a bill which would exempt revenue 
producing sports such as football and basketball from the 
new federal regulations. 
At most colleges and universities today intercollegiate 
athletics are funded in whole or in part by moneys raised 
through the sale of tickets or through general fundraising 
campaigns. 
Grave concern has been expressed that the H E W regu­ 
lations will undercut revenue producing sports programs 
by its insistence that every dollar that is spent for a sports 
program for men, such as the football team, he matched 
by a dollar for a comparable sports program for women 
My bill would exempt from the H EW mandate funds 
for sports such ax football and basketball raised by ticket 
sales or donations from private individuals. Sports which 
arc subsidized by the school would have to comply with 
the rules. 


Passage of my bill would benefit both intercollegiate 
athletics and equal opportunity for women in sports 
The impairment of the financial base of the revenue- 
producing activity threatens not only the continued viability 
of that activity, but the viability of the entire athletic pro­ 
gram. The prospect of such impairment becomes especially 
significant at the present time when there is such a sub­ 
stantial and justified demand for upgrading athletic op 
? port unities for women. 


We should continue to move to expand opportunities for 
women, but our commitment lo equality of opportunity 
should not encompass massive disruptions of the educa­ 
tional institutions and the financial burdens th e se institu­ 
tions will he forced to shoulder unless my bill becomes law

Can a retu rn to an old-fashioned way of 
farming lead to lower food prices and better 
q u ality food for Americans? 
The q u estion is raised — bu t not y et 
answered — by resu lts of a new fiv e-state 
stu dy showing that a test g rou p of org anic 
farmers — who u sed no chemical pesticides 
and only natu ral fertilizers — raised crop6 that 
compared well with those g rown by con­ 
v entional farm ers — and earned ju st as mu ch 
profit. 
The crops were almost as larg e as reg u lar 
farms produ ced, and costs were leas — $16 an 
acre. 
The prospect is that g reater u se of org anic 
farming mig ht redu ce costs g enerally (since 
hig her petroleu m prices mean sharply hig her 
chemical fertilizer prices) — and redu ce 
env ironmental hazards of nitrog en and other 
chemicals the fertilizers contain. 
Now scientists in St. Lou is hav e fou nd that a 
test g rou p of org anic farmers — who u sed wily 
fossil fertilizers and no chemical pesticides — 
raised crops nearly as larg e as did a com­ 
parable g rou p of g rowers u sing conv entional 
methods 
Bu t the org anic farmers earned ju st as 
mu ch money as the conv entional farmers 
becau se their costs were $16 an acre less. 
The stu dy is a sharp challeng e to accepted 
larg e-scale farming practices since World War 
II in which farm ers hav e tu rned increasing ly 


to costly chemical su bstances to stimu late 
plant g rowth, control weeds, and eliminate 
insects. 
Dr Barry Commoner, director of the Center 
for the Biolog y of Natu ral Sy stems at Wash­ 
ing ton Univ ersity , org anized the stu dy last 
y ear after fertilizer prices had dou bled — and 
in some cases tripled — as a resu lt of the oil 
shortag e 
The stu dy , financed by ihe National Science 
Fou ndation, is a part of a long -term stu dy of 
energ y problems in ag ricu ltu re 
“ Farmers are increasing ly dependent on 
energ y .” Dr Commoner said in a telephone 
interv iew "Not only for driv ing tractors bu t 
for ag ricu ltu ral chemicals. The price of 
fertilizer went u p ev en faster than g as.” 
Dr Commoner say s American farm ers u se 
fiv e times as mu ch commercial fertilizer as 
they did in 1950, while u se of pesticides 
increased 40 percent between 1966 and 1971. In 
the process, corn crops hav e dou bled, while 
the cost of g rowing them has nearly tripled. 
The price of fertilizers and pesticides, said Dr. 
Commoner, now makes u p half of the cost of 
raising a crop 
Whether the stu dy will open new av enu es to 
lower su permarket prices and better-q u ality 
food is not y et know Oneorag nic Iowa farmer 
in the ex periment has produ ced laboratory 
reports showing his corn crop was hig her in 
nu trients than corn raised by commerical 
fertilizer Bu t Dr Commoner said he has no 
scientific ev idence to su pport the claim. He

Bu t that wou ld also mean heav ier reliance 
on manpower than on chemicals In the last 
decade, howev er, thou sands of workers hav e 
fled the farms to work in factories and city 
jobs As a resu lt, many small farms hav e been 
forced to close down becau se of lack of help.

AUSTIN — The Soviet Union 
is buying American grain 
again, which can be good news 
for the economy as long as the 
grain sales are kept under very 
close control. 
With record harvests of corn, 
wheat and other grains un­ 
derway, the price of grain on 
the open market has begun to 
fall, and some farmers may not 
make enough on their crops to 
net a reasonable profit. Selling 
some of the harvest on the ex­ 
port market will inevitably 
cause grain prices to rise, and 
many farmers will see a bad 
year turn good. 
There is a great danger, 
though, that too much of our 
grain w ill be sold to the 
Russians. Should that happen, 
the price of grain products will 
go into an inflationary climb, 
and the nation s entire economy 
will be badly hurt. 
This is exactly what happen­ 
ed in 1972, when several large 
grain companies sold 19 million 
bushels of grain to the Soviet 
Union. The sale virtually wiped 
out our national grain reserves, 
and the new crop fell short of 
national demands for grain 
products. The price of bread 
shot to almost double its former 
price. 
Most of the profits on the 1972 
grain deal were not made by 
farmers at all. but by two or 
three large grain companies 
that had bought at cheap 
market prices and sold at in­ 
flated price levels. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is responsible for 
seeing that grain exports do not 
end up harming our economy, 
but in the past it has done a 
mediocre job of protecting the 
A m e rica n 
consum er. 
As of July 22, just under 10 
million bushels of grain had 
been sold to the Soviets, and the 
Agriculture Department says 
this will not be a repeat of the 
1972 disaster. 
I have always had the impres­ 
sion that Secretary Butz is on 
the side of neither the family 
farmer or the average con­ 
sumer. Under his policies, the 
large food processing and dis­ 
tributing corporations — such 
as the big grain companies — 
have made the profits while 
farmers slide toward economic 
oblivion and consumers pay 
ever higher prices. Maybe the 
1975 Russian grain deal will tell 
us once and for all whose side 
the Secretary of Agriculture is 
really on. 
EDUCATION REACTION: 
Many area residents have con­ 
tacted me to express their dis­ 
satisfaction with the school 
finance legislation that passed 
the legislature this spring, and 
all 1 can say is that I agree 100 
percent. 
We 
began 
the 
64th 
Legislature with several 
proposals that could have 
reformed our public schools, 
but the legislature ended up 
passing a bad bill that is caus­ 
ing property tax increases 
throughout our area I voted 
against the bill, and I can un­ 
derstand why so many area 
residents are upset. 
I have contacted each school 
superintendent in Falls, Milam 
and Williamson Counties to ask 
that they protest the new school 
finance bill if it treats their 
schools unfairly. The State 
Board of Education can adjust 
the necessity for property tax 
increases if the bill is unfair to 
a district, and I personally feel 
it is unfair to most rural areas 
and many smaller cities.

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Count y canners fi nd t hey can’t

Plenty to can. but nothing to 
can it with 
Such seems to be the situation 
facing Williamson County home 
gardeners, as well as green 
thumbs across the nation, this 
year, with no relief in sight 
As recession inflates com 
mercial food prices and shrinks 
household budgets, the number 
of home gardens soars and the 
popularity of food preservation 
(home canning and freezing) 
soars right along too 
But shortages of soda ash and 
tinplate, combined with the 
home gardening boom, have 
resulted in an acute lack of can­ 
ning jars and lids across the 
U.S., according to the major 
manufacturers of canning 
supplies 
Manufacturers say they 
simply can't keep up with the 
demand for jars and sealing 
lids, and there don't seem to be 
enough to go around 
W ILLIA M SO N COUNTY, 
predominantly rural to begin 
with, is feeling the effects 
“ We average two or three 
calls a day for information on 
where to get canning lids, but 
all the stores in the county are 
just sold out.” says Judy Y 
Dedeck. County Extension 
Agent 
“ I don t think anyone can find 
them,” said Mrs. Norman 
Dom el. 
of 
R oute 
4. 
Georgetown 
I just don't know­ 
how we can be so advanced and 
have such shortages and 
malfunctions as this 
Mrs Douglas Hoyle of Route 
1 commented. “ Mv sister, who 
does a lot of canning, went to 
Austin. Taylor. Hutto, Granger. 
Round Rock and Georgetown 
looking for jars and lids We 
finally found some in Burnet, at 
$2 99 a case.” 
Robert Hineslv. manager of 
the Georgetown Safeway, said, 
“ We don t have a single lid. and 
we've been ordering them for 
two months ’’ 
The shortage, however, was 
not unexpected among veteran 


THE 
MANUFACTURERS 
predicted a shortage back in the 
winter, and they ran out in 1974 
too.” explained Mrs. Dedeck. 
“ Many who have had some ex­ 
perience with canning bought 
ahead, and many had enough to 
last through the season 
Mrs Dedeck said some of the 
gardeners who can't find can­ 
ning supplies have turned to 


freezing their garden products 
or have gone to tin cans 
But cans cost 25c to 39c 
apiece.” she adds, “ and that's 
as much as you'd pay for cann­ 
ed products at the grocery 
store " 
Freezing takes less time than 
canning, but some products 
can't be frozen and some people 
just don't have freezers 
THE SITUATION ADDS up 
to inconvenience for a lot of 
area residents who had counted 
on slashing their grocery bills 
by returning to mother earth to 
fill their pantries 
“ I don't think many people 
will lose the majority of their 
produce because of the shor­ 
tage.” said Mrs 
Dedeck 
What they may lose are things 
like black-eved peas, tomatoes, 
peaches, and other late- 
maturing vegetables and fruit 
Some juice may be lost, too " 
Mrs Domel said. “ The only 
thing I've lost because of the 
shortage is sauerkraut, but 
we've got lots of honey that may 
go to waste ' 
Mrs 
Hovle said her sister 
was lucky to find some jars and 
did enough freezing to prevent 
great loss She added, though. 
“ I've vet to see frozen pickles 
or preserves 
Dedeck said most gardeners 
preserve fruits and vegetables 
one-at-a-time, as they mature, 
freeze the produce, or stock up 
on enough canning supplies to 
avoid a shortfall 
“ It's hard to estimate exactly 
what you'll need before the 
season begins, though,” she ex­ 
plained. “ and you could lose 
money by sinking it in a lot of 
canning supplies if the crop 
didn't come through.” 
Rumors that manufacturers 
of canning supplies have prac­ 
ticed hoarding to drive up 
prices are scorned by area 
grocers and especially by the 
big companies 
Hineslv and Jerald Peyton of 
Piggly Wiggly both agree that 
the manufacturers are not the 
culprits in the dearth of jars 
and lids 
"You take shortages of things 
to make canning supplies with, 
plus the tremendous surge in 
home gardening, and you've got 
a situation no one can cope 
with.” said Peyton 
H in esle y 
com m ented, 
“ Rumors about hoarding just 
aren t true The companies are 
turning out supplies as fast as 
thev can But when thev turn to 


making jars, they run out of 
lids, and when they make lids, 
they can't make enough jars " 
Mrs Dedeck thinks part of 
the explanation for the shortage 
lies in the differences between 
growing seasons in diverse 
areas of the country 
The manufacturers get 
orders from places with early 
growing seasons, mainly in the 
south, first When supplies in 
those places run out. there aren’t 
anv more, because the com­ 
panies are having to honor 
orders from places up north 
with late growing seasons.” she 
said 
“ You could buy all the jars 
and lids you wanted in Kansas 
two weeks ago But they were 
beginning to limit purchases 
there too 
Manufacturers say the main 
cause of the canning supplies 
shortage is simply an excess of 
demand 
Officials of the U. S Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture estimate

Those for 
which objections are raised are allowed another 
60 days of review and there are also second sub­ 
mission provisions Those changes that cannot 
be resolved by the Attorney General and local 
officials will be settled by declaratory judgment 
by the U. S. District Court in Washington.

“Nearly 
all forms of discriminatory voting practices suf­ 
fered by blacks in the South are being suffered 
by Mexican-Americans in the Southwest ” said 
Rep Jordan in proposing the act be extended to 
include those states with more than a five per 
cent minority of*voters or potential voters wrhose 
mother tongue is other than English Further 


states would be covered if less than 50 per cent 
of the voting age population voted in the 1972 
presidential election. 
Basing his protests on claims that there have 
been no complaints of voter discrimination in

Appeals court sustains 
Holloman case finding 


Judgment for the City of Georgetown against 
construction contractor F E Holloman was up­ 
held in Austin on Wednesday by the Third Texas 
('our! of Civil Appeals 
Associate Justice Bob E Shannon sustained 
the findings of a jury in Judge Kirby Vance's 
26th District Court and an award of $69,526 
damages to the City 
The City filed a cross-action suit against 
Holloman after the contractor sued the City in 
1972 for $148 OOO in damages and attorney’s fees 
The dispute stemmed frond a $137 174 contract 
awarded Holloman in 1971 to build an 8900-foot 
sewer loop around the eastern rim of the city to 
be completed in April 1972 
Holloman said he requested an extension of 
the contract to November 26 1972 or beyond, 
plus renegotiation, because he had encountered 
more than three times the amount of rock 


speed khI for excavation by the contract 
He said the rock and large amount of subsur 
face water made the excavation 
slow and ex­ 
ceedingly expensive 
The City said it decided not to allow extensions

We can report this much al 
ready. The government regula 
tors have concluded that the 
supermarkets charge too much 
but have bt*en unable to prove

AUSTIN - Lieut Gov Allan 
Shivers, the dean of the Texas 
Senate before he won that office 
rn 194, had a strong legislative 
background, and when Gov. 
Bluford Jester died in 1949. 
Shivers moved quickly to “ take 
charge” . 
Before he finished the Jester 
term, and three terms of his 
own. he had become probably 
the best known governor Texas 
ever had. and he remains the 
one who held the office longer 
than anyone else. 
He and I were at dagger's 
points at times, and I delighted 
at finding oui at times what he 
was up to when he didn't yet 
want it known Shivers was the 
most effective of the nine 
governors I have known, 
he* a use he knew the legislative 
process and was willing to take 
the time to pressure his 
programs through 
Some 25 years after he left of­ 
fice, Sam Kinch and I put 
together a biography of Shivers 
vvhuh was published last year 
We hoped to make it a balanced 
book because, as Weldon Hart 
put it. “ .ne was a Shivercrat 
and th* other wasn’t, which 
ought to help their credibility ” 
Shivers, the conservative, 
presided as state government 
spending grew from the $320 
million the year he took office 
as lieutenant governor to $872 
million the year he left office as 
governor IO year* later. It was 
tho era of big fights over jural 
roads, the Gilmer-Aikin public 
school program, reform in the 
mental hospitals and. of course 
the first time a Texas 
Democratic convention en­ 
dorsed a Republican for presi­ 
dent Shivers, whom Kinch and 
I called “ The Pied Piper of Tex­ 
as Politics, 
autographed a 
copy of the book this way: 
lo Stuart Long, whose ad­ 
vice and counsel as well as 
criticism , made my ad- 
ministration a b€*tt0r on(? " 
Sen I rice Daniel had come 
hack from Washington to 
narrowly win the Democratic 
nomination for governor over 
Ralph Yarborough, and took of­ 
fice in 1957. 
His six years were to see the 
state budget break the billion 


dollar barrier, and move up to 
just about double what it had 
been when he took office 
Daniel had been one of the 
“ Immortal 56” in the House of 
Representatives which blocked 
Gov VV Lee O’DaniePs sales 
tax plan, and then had become 
speaker of the House, attorney 
general and United States 
senator He put over most of his 
program because he was a hard 
worker, a persuader and an ad­ 
vocate But he finally got into a 
comer on his big issue — the 
sales tax he had fought so long 
It became law during his ad­ 
ministration 
Daniel had a successful three 
terms, but wound

The daily press conferences 
of the Allred Stevenson and to 
a lesser extent the Shivers 
years had faded away News 
from the office came out bv 
hand-out statements, and thev 
cam*, only on routine matters 
I remember Connally telling 
me one time. late in his terms 
of office, how badly disap­ 
pointed he had been that the 
governor simply could not get 
hold of state government 
You want something done 
and you call in the man you 
named as chairman of the 
board or commission ” he said 
“ You convince him that it 
should be done but they don’t 
meet for two or three months 
and he forgets to bring it up ” 
And he was right F^ven when 
a governor has all the boards 
full of his friends, they work

Janet Sharpe is a college student 
who lives in Spring Branch. This fall 
she ll be a junior at Southwestern 
University in Georgetown 
Recently she dropped me a note 
and said if I ever got to Georgetown, 
she and her friends could show me a 
most beautiful place in the country 
that not many people know about 
At that place, she said, are water 
falls, and quiet streams with crystal 
pools, and great trees, and a big rock 
house that's deserted, and a natural 
swimming pool fed from springs 
boiling out of rock ledges. 
This is a place, Janet said, that a 
group of Southwestern students use 
almost as if it’s their private country 
club Would I like to see it? 
Well. sure. I don’t get many letters 
from college students, and I like 
quiet places with waterfalls anyhow. 
So I asked Janet to meet me in 
Georgetown. Her friend Scott Coult­ 
er also of Spring Branch, rode along 
w ith us to that pretty place 
Scott has finished his second year 
at Southwestern, the same as Janet 
The two of them are just absolutely 
in love with that little university, 
which has an enrollment of less than 
a thousand They love the city of 
Georgetown, too. which surprised 
me a bit. Students who come out of 
big public school systems and attend 
small colleges in little towns — well, 
they re apt to figure the towns are 
pretty lucky, where “nothing ever 
happens" 
Evidently 
Georgetown 
is 
an 
exception. Scott and Janet told me a 
lot of Southwestern students stay in 
Georgetown all summer Not to go 
to summer school but just because 
they love the town, and those big old 
white two-story houses where so 
many of them live. 
Some of their friends got a little 
upset when they found out Janet and 
Scott were taking a newspaperman 
to see that secret place 
So I 
promised not to tell exactly where it 
is Just call it The Place The stu­ 
dents have another name for it. 
Scott guided me out there and did 
nost of the talking. The Place is 
about a 20 minute drive out of 


Georgetown on the North Fork of 
the San Gabriel River, in that rough 
country along the Balcones Escarp­ 
ment 
The Place is the type of secluded 
spot 
that college students have 
sought out forever. In my time we’d 
have called it "a place to park," ex 
cept in this case you don’t park, You 
walk You leave the car and climb a 
fence and walk about a mile up the 
river to The Place. And it’s all there, 
just as Janet said in her letter 
The rock house, which has six big 
rooms and is empty The swimming 
pool, complete with ladders and div­ 
ing boards and slides, and spring-fed 
from the bottom so that the water is 
constantly being changed and stays 
fresh and cold The waterfalls, the 
crystal pools, the trees Mighty nice 
place 
Scott talked about a Southwestern 
tradition called “rolling.” 


“ In this area," he said, “are hun­ 
dreds of miles of beautiful country 
roads. When you go rolling, you get a 
few' friends in a car, and you take 
along your pleasure, and you cruise, 
about 20 miles an hour, along these 
country roads. And you talk, about 
everything ’’ 


Sometimes, while roiling, you stop 
and explore the country, which is 
probably how Southwestern students 
discovered The Place. Janet and 
Scott guessed less than a hundred 
students know where it is, 
The rock house is not old So u ny 
is it deserted? Because North Fork 
Dam is being built on the San Gabri 
el, and The Place had to be vacated 
by its owners because eventually it 
will be either under water or very 
close to the shoreline of the new lake 
Ifs actually now on public property, 
and yet it hides itself there on the 
river, helping young people store up 
memories 


We went by the Corps of Engineers 
office near the dam site to ask how 
long before the water rises “About 
three years," the man said. Which 
ought to give most of the current 
crop of Southwestern students time 
to finish school, before they have to 
abandon thw private country club.

c an a return to an old-fashioned way of 
farming lead to lower food prices and better 
quality food for Americans'’ 
The question is raised — but not yet 
answered — by results of a new five-state 
study showing that a test group of organic 
farmers — who used no chemical pesticides 
and only natural fertilizers — raised crops that 
compared well with those grown by con­ 
ventional farm ers - and earned just as much 
profit. 
The crops were almost as large as regular 
farms produced, and costs were less — $16 an 
acre. 
The prospect is that greater use of organic 
farming might reduce costs generally (since 
higher petroleum prices mean sharply higher 
chemical fertilizer prices* — and reduce 
environmental hazards of nitrogen and other 
chemicals the fertilizers contain 
Now scientists in St Louis have found that a 
test group of organic farmers — who used only 
fossil fertilizers and no chemical pesticides — 
raised crops nearly as large as did a com 
parable group of growers using conventional 
methods 
But the organic farmers earned just as 
much money as the conventional fanners 
because their costs were $16 an acre less 
The study is a sharp challenge to accepted 
large-scale farming practices since World War 
11 in which farmers have turned increasingly 


to costly chemical substances to stimulate 
plant growth, control weeds and eliminate 
insects. 
Dr Barry Commoner, director of the Center 
for the Biology of Natural Systems at Wash­ 
ington University, organized the study last 
year after fertilizer prices had doubled - and 
in some cases tripled - as a result of the oil 
shortage 
The study, financed by the National Science 
Foundation, is a part of a long-term study of 
energy problems in agriculture 
‘ Farmers are increasingly dependent on 
energy,' Dr. Commoner said in a telephone 
interview. “Not only for driving tractors but 
for agricultural chemicals 
The price of 
fertilizer went up even faster than gas ” 
Dr Commoner says American farmers use 
five times as much commercial fertilizer as 
they did in 1950. while use of pesticides 
increased 40 percent between 1966 and 1971. In 
the process, corn crops have doubled, while 
the cost of growing them has nearly tripled 
The price of fertilizers and pesticides, said Dr 
Commoner, now makes up half of the cost of 
raising a crop 
W hether the study will open new avenues to 
lower supermarket prices and better-quality 
food is not yet know One oragnic Iowa farmer 
in the experiment has produced laboratory 
reports showing his corn crop was higher in 
nutrients than corn raised by commerical 
fertilizer But Dr Commoner said he has no 
scientific evidence to support the claim. He 
said he intends to compare nutritional values 
from the crops in later studies.

Illinois, Iowa. Minnesota. Nebraska, and Mis­ 
souri All farms were fully mechanized, large- 
scale commercial operations All raised live­ 
stock as well as corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, 
and hay 


In ail, the organic farms produced crops 
that were 8 percent smaller than the con­ 
ventional farms But the costs of raising the 
organic crops were only 19 percent of the 
market value compared with 27 percent for 
conventionally raised crops 


The main difference was in corn, a crop 
highly responsive to heavy doses of nitrogen 
fertilizer In a crop year plagued by spring 


floods, summer drought, and early fall frost, 
the organic farms produced 69 bushels of com 
per acre, compared with 74 bushels from 
conventionally raised crops. 
While the report calls for a return to 
practice long since considered outmoded, it 
also suggests farmers and scientists take a 
new look at crop rotation, at fertilizing with 
animal and plant wastes, and at frequent soil 
tillage 
But that would also mean heavier reliance 
on manpower than on chemicals In the last 
decade, however, thousands of workers have 
fled the farms to work in factories and city 
jobs As a result, many small fa ms have been 
forced to close down because of lack of help

AUSTIN — The Soviet Union 
is buying Am erican grain 
again, which can be good news 
for the economy as long as the 
grain sales are kept under very 
close control 
With record harvests of corn, 
wheat and other grains un­ 
derway, the price of grain on 
the open market has begun to 
fall, and some farmers may not 
make enough on their crops to 
net a reasonable profit. Selling 
some of the harvest on the ex 
port market w ill inevitably 
cause grain prices to rise, and 
many farmers w ill see a bad 
year turn good 
There is a great danger, 
though, that too much of our 
grain w ill be sold to the 
Russians Should that happen, 
the price of grain products will 
go into an inflationary climb, 
and the nation's entire economy 
will be badly hurt 
This is exactly what happen­ 
ed in 1972, when several large 
grain companies sold 19 million 
bushels of grain to the Soviet 
Union. The sale virtually wiped 
out our national grain reserves, 
and the new crop fell short of 
national demands for grain 
products. The price of bread 
shot to almost double its former 
price. 
Most of the profits on the 1972 
grain deal were not made by 
farmers at all, but by two or 
three large grain companies 
that had bought at cheap 
market prices and sold at in­ 
flated price levels 
The U.S. Departm ent of 
Agriculture is responsible for 
seeing that grain exports do not 
end up harming our economy, 
but in the past it has done a 
mediocre job of protecting the 
A m e r i c a n 
c o n s u m e r 
As of July 22. just under IO 
million bushels of grain had 
been sold to the Soviets, and the 
Agriculture Department says 
this will not be a repeat of the 
1972 disaster 
I have always had the impres­ 
sion that Secretary Butz is on 
the side of neither the family 
farmer or the average con­ 
sumer. Under his policies, the 
large food processing and dis­ 
tributing corporations — such 
as the big grain companies — 
have made the profits while 
farmers slide toward economic 
oblivion and consumers pay 
ever higher prices. Maybe the 
1975 Russian grain deal will tell 
us once and for all whose side 
the Secretary of Agriculture is 
really on 
EDUCATION REACTION 
Many area residents have con­ 
tacted me to express their dis­ 
satisfaction with the school 
finance legislation that passed 
the legislature this spring, and 
all I can say is that I agree IOO 
percent. 
We 
began

against the bill, and I can un­ 
derstand why so many area 
residents are upset. 
I have contacted each school 
superintendent in Falls, Milam 
and W illiamson Counties to ask 
that they protest the new' st hoof 
finance bill if it treats their 
schools unfairly 
The State 
Board of Education can adjust 
the necessity for property tax 
increases if the bill is unfair to 
a district, and I personally feel 
it is unfair to most rural areas 
and many smaller cities

W ASHINGTON— New 
Regulations 
promulgated 
by 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW ) 
could mean the end of intercollegiate sports programs as 
we now know them. 
H EW issued regulations last month to enforce the man­ 
date of Title IX of the Education Act Amendments of 
1972, which forbids discrimination by sex in our nation’s 
schools, colleges and universities. 
ITie sweeping regulations seek to insure that .spending 
by schools for academic and athletic facilities for students 
and financial aid to students will be divided fairly between 
boys and girls, men and women. 
Most of the regulations are long overdue. I was a co­ 
sponsor of the bill that made them possible. I feel very 
strongly that women should be granted equal opportunity 
and access in academic facilities, including sports activi­ 
ties. 
But HEW, in its laudable zeal to guarantee equal 
athletic opportunties for women, is defeating its own pur­ 
pose by proposing a rule which will damage the financial 
base of intercollegiate athletics. 
This will work to the 
disadvantage of both men and women students, and to 
alumni and fans who enjoy watching intercollegiate sports. 
I have introduced a bill which would exempt revenue 
producing sports such as football and basketball from the 
new federal regulations. 
At most colleges and universities today intercollegiate 
athletics are funded in whole or in part by moneys raised 
through the sale of tickets or through general fundraising 
campaigns.

My bill would exempt from the H EW mandate funds 
for sports such as football and basketball raised by ticket 
sates or donations from pnvate individuals. Sports which 
are subsidized by the school would have to comply with 
the rules 
Passage of my hill would benefit both intercollegiate 
athletics and equal opportunity for women in sports. 
The impairment of the financial base of the revenue 
producing activity threatens not only the continued viability 
of that activity, but the viability of the entire athletic pro­ 
gram. The prospect of such impairment becomes especially 
significant at the present time when there is such a sub 
stantial and justified demand for upgrading athletic op 
poftunities for women. 
We should continue to move to expand opportunities tor 
women, but our commitment to equality of opportunity 
should not encompass massive disruptions of the educa­ 
tional institutions and the financial burdens these instHu 
lions will be forced to shoulder unless my bill becomes law

farming lead to lower food prices and better 
quality food for Americans^ 
The question is raised — but not yet 
answered — by results of a new five-state 
study showing that a test group of organic 
farmers — who used no chemical pesticides 
and only natural fertilizers — raised crops that 
compared well with those grown by con­ 
ventional farmers — and earned just as much 
profit. 
The crops were almost as large as regular 
farms produced, and costs were less — $16 an 
acre 
The prospect is that greater use of organic 
farming might reduce costs generally (since 
higher petroleum prices mean sharply higher 
chemical fertilizer prices) — and reduce 
environmental hazards of nitrogen and other 
chemicals the fertilizers contain. 
Now scientists in St. Louis have found that a 
test group of organic farmers — who used only 
fossil fertilizers and no chemical pesticides — 
raised crops nearly as large as did a com 
parable group of growers using conventional 
methods. 
But the organic farmers earned just as 
much money as the conventional farmers 
because their costs were $16 an acre less 
The study is a sharp challenge to accepted 
large-scale farming practices since World War 
JI in which farmers have turned increasingly 


to costly chemical substances to stimulate 
plant growth, control weeds, and eliminate 
insects 
Dr Barry Commoner, director of the Center 
for the Biology of Natural Systems at Wash 
ington University, organized the study last 
year after fertilizer prices had doubled - and 
in some cases tripled - as a result of the oil 
shortage 
The study, financed by the National Science 
Foundation, is a part of a long-term study of 
energy problems in agriculture 
"Farmers are increasingly dependent on 
energy.” Dr Commoner said in a telephone 
interview, Not only for driving tractors but 
for agricultural chemicals 
The price of 
fertilizer went up even faster than gas ” 
Dr Commoner says American farmers use 
five times as much commercial fertilizer as 
they did in 1950, while use of pesticides 
increased 40 percent between 1966 and 1971 In 
the process, corn crops have doubled, while 
the cost of growing them has nearly tripled 
The price of fertilizers and pesticides, said Dr. 
Commoner, now makes up half of the cost of 
raising a crop 
W hether the study will open new avenues to 
lower supermarket prices and better-quality 
food is not yet know Oneoragnic Iowa farmer 
rn the experiment has produced laboratory 
reports showing his corn crop was higher in 
nutrients than corn raised by commerical 
fertilizer But Dr Commoner said he has no 
scientific evidence to support the claim. He 
said he intends to compare nutritional values 
from the crops in later studies. 
The study covered 16 organic farms and 16

EEH is not on the sales tag. you 
can figure it yourself by 
dividing wattage into BTU 
capacity. Most air-conditioning 
units have an EER ranging 
from 6 to IO. High-efficiency un­ 
its are those which have an 
EER of 8 or more. 
Other ways to save on air­ 
conditioning costs are bv keep­ 
ing return grills clean and free 
of obstructions; keeping 
fireplace damper closed; 
weatherstripping doors and 
windows, and keeping drapes, 
blinds or shades closed. 


conventional farms in five com-belt states — 
Illinois, Iowa. Minnesota, Nebraska, and Mis­ 
souri All farms were fully mechanized, large 
scale commercial operations All raised live 
stock as well as corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, 
and hay 


In all, the organic farms produced crops 
that were 8 percent smaller than the con­ 
ventional farms But the costs of raising the 
organic crops were only 19 percent of the 
market value compared with 27 percent for 
conventionally raised crops 


The main difference was in corn, a crop 
highly responsive to heavy doses of nitrogen 
fertilizer In a crop year plagued by spring 


floods, summer drought, and early fall frost, 
the organic farms produced 69 bushels of corn 
per acre, compared with 74 bushels from 
conventionally raised crops. 
While the report calls for a return to 
practice long since considered outmoded, it 
also suggests farmers and scientists take a 
new look at crop rotation, at fertilizing with 
animal and plant wastes, and at frequent soil 
tillage 
But that would also mean heavier reliance 
on manpower than on chemicals In the last 
decade, however, thousands of workers have 
fled the farms to work in factories and city 
jobs As a result, many small farms have been 
forced to close down because of lack of help.

June sales of Series E and H

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AUSTIN — The Soviet Union 
is buying American grain 
again, which can be good news 
for the economy as long as the 
grain sales are kept under very 
close control. 
With record harvests of corn, 
wheat and other grains un­ 
derway, the price of grain on 
the open market has begun to 
fall, and some farmers may not 
make enough on their crops to 
net a reasonable profit Selling 
some of the harvest on the ex­ 
port market will inevitably 
cause grain prices to rise, and 
many farmers will see a bad 
year turn good. 
There is a great danger, 
though, that too much of our 
grain w ill be sold to the 
Russians. Should that happen, 
the price of grain products will 
go into an inflationary climb, 
and the nation’s entire economy 
will be badly hurt 
This is exactly what happen­ 
ed in 1972, when several large 
grain companies sold 19 million 
bushels of grain to the Soviet 
Union The sale virtually wiped 
out our national grain reserves, 
and the new crop fell short of 
national demands for grain 
products. The price of bread 
shot to almost double its former 
price. 
Most of the profits on the 1972 
grain deal were not made by 
farmers at all, but by two or 
three large grain companies 
that had bought at cheap 
market prices and sold at in­ 
flated price levels. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is responsible for 
seeing that grain exports do not 
end up harming our economy, 
but in the past it has done a 
mediocre job of protecting the 
A m e rica n 
consum er. 
As of July 22, just under IO 
million bushels of grain had 
been sold to the Soviets, and the 
Agriculture Department says 
this will not be a repeat of the 
1972 disaster 
I have always had the impres­ 
sion that Secretary Rutz is on 
the side of neither the family 
farmer or the average con­ 
sumer. Under his policies, the 
large food processing and dis­ 
tributing corporations — such 
as the big grain companies — 
have made the profits while 
farmers slide toward economic 
oblivion and consumers pay 
ever higher prices. Maybe the 
1975 Russian grain deal will tell 
us once and for all whose side 
the Secretary of Agriculture is 
really on. 
EDUCATION REACTION: 
Many area residents have con­ 
tacted me to express their dis­ 
satisfaction with the school 
finance legislation that passed 
the legislature this spring, and 
all I can say is that I agree IOO 
percent. 
We 
began 
the 
64th 
Legislature with several 
proposals that could have 
reformed our public schools, 
but the legislature ended up 
passing a bad bill that is caus­

I voted 
against the bill, and I can un­ 
derstand why so many area 
residents are upset. 
I have contacted each school 
superintendent in Falls, Milam 
and Williamson Counties to ask 
that they protest the new school 
finance bill if it treats their 
schools unfairly

Board of Education can adjust 
the necessity for property tax 
increases if the bill is unfair to 
a district, and I personally feel 
it is unfair to most rural areas 
and many smaller cities.

Such seem s to be the situation 
facing Williamson County home 
gardeners, as well as green 
thumbs across the nation this 
year, with no relief in sight 
As recession inflates conv 
mercial food prices and shrinks 
household budgets, the number 
of home gardens soars and the 
popularity of food preservation 
(home canning and freezing) 
soars right along too 
But shortages of soda ash and 
tinplate, com bined with the 
home gardening boom, have 
resulted in an acute lack of can­ 
ning jars and lids across the 
U.S., according to the major 
m a n u fa c tu r e r s of can n in g 
supplies 
M a n u fa ctu rers sa y 
they 
simply can t keep up with the 
demand for jars and sealing 
lids, and there don't seem to be 
enough to go around 
W ILLIAM SO N C O U N T Y , 
predominantly rural to begin 
with, is feeling the effects 
"We average two or three 
calls a day for information on 
where to get canning lids, but 
all the stores in the county are 
just sold out." says Judy Y 
B edeck. 
County 
E xten sion 
Agent. 
‘‘I don t think anyone can find 
th em .” said M rs 
N orm an 
D o m e l, 
o f 
R o u te 
4, 
Georgetown. "I just don’t know 
how we can be so advanced and 
have 
such 
s h o r ta g e s 
and 
malfunctions as this ” 
Mrs Douglas Hoyle of Route 
I commented. "My sister, who 
does a lot of canning, went to 
Austin. Taylor. Hutto, Granger. 
Round Rock and Georgetown 
looking for jars and lids. We 
finally found some in Burnet, at 
$2 99 a case ' 
Robert Hineslv. m anager of 
the Georgetown Safeway, said. 
We don t have a single lid. and 
w e’ve been ordering them for 
two months 
The shortage, however, was 
not unexpected among veteran 
canners. 
THE 
MANUFACTURERS 
predicted a shortage back in the 
winter, and they ran out in 1974 
too,” explained Mrs 
Dedeck 
"Many who have had som e ex­ 
perience with canning bought 
ahead and many had enough to 
last through the season. 
Mrs. Dedeck said som e of the 
gardeners who can't find can­ 
ning supplies have turned to 


find 


freezing their garden products 
or have gone to tin cans 
"But cans cost 25<r to 39c 
apiece,” she adds, "and that's 
as much as you'd pay for cann­ 
ed products at the grocery 
store 
Freezing takes less time than 
canning, but som e products 
can t be frozen and some people 
just don t have freezers 
THE SITUATION ADDS up 
to inconvenience for a lot of 
area residents who had counted 
on slashing their grocery bills 
bv returning to mother earth to 
fill their pantries, 
I don t think many people 
will lose the majority of their 
produce because of the shor­ 
ta g e .” 
said 
Mrs 
B edeck 
What they may lose are things 
like black-eyed peas, tomatoes, 
p ea ch es, 
and 
o th er 
la te - 
maturing vegetables and fruit 
Some juice may be lost, too " 
Mrs Domel said. 
The only 
thing I ve lost because of the 
shortage is sauerkraut, but 
we've got lots of honey that may 
go to w aste.” 
Mrs 
Hoyle said her sister 
was lucky to find some jars and 
did enough freezing to prevent 
great loss She added, though, 
“I ve yet to see frozen pickles 
or preserves.” 
Bedeck said most gardeners 
preserve fruits and vegetables 
one-at-a-tune. as they mature, 
freeze the produce, or stock up 
on enough canning supplies to 
avoid a shortfall 
It’s hard to estim ate exactly 
what you ll need before the 
season begins, though.” she ex­ 
plained. “and you could lose 
money by sinking it in a lot of 
canning supplies if the crop 
didn t com e through ” 
Rumors that manufacturers 
of canning supplies have prac­ 
ticed hoarding to drive up 
prices are scorned by area 
grocers and especially by the 
big companies 
Hineslv and Jerald Peyton of 
Giggly Wiggly both agree that 
the manufacturers are not the 
culprits in the dearth of jars 
and lids 
"You take shortages of things 
to make canning supplies with, 
plus the tremendous surge in 
home gardening, and you’ve got 
a situation no one can cope 
with, 
said Peyton 
H in e s le y 
c o m m e n t e d , 
Rumors about hoarding just 
aren t true The companies are 
turning out supplies as fast as 
they can But when they turn to 


making jars, they run out of 
lids, and when they make lids. 
they can’t make enough jars.” 
Mrs 
Bedeck thinks part of 
the explanation for the shortage 
lies in the differences between 
growing seasons in diverse 
areas of the country. 
The 
m an u factu rers 
get 
orders from places with early 
growing seasons, mainly in the 
south, first 
When supplies in 
those places run out. there aren’t 
any more, because the com ­ 
panies are having to honor 
orders from places up north 
with late growing seasons,” she 
said 
"You could buy all the jars 
and lids you wanted in Kansas 
two weeks ago But they were 
beginning to limit purchases 
there too ” 
Manufacturers say the main 
cause of the canning supplies 
.shortage is simply an excess of 
demand. 
Officials of the ll. S Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture estim ate 
the nation has gained 12 million 
home gardens since the end of 
1972. when recessionary trends 
began to m anifest them selves. 
The rate pf increase for 
W illiamson County is nearly as 
startling 
No e x a c t 
fig u r e s 
w e r e 
available in the Extension Of­ 
fice, but Bedeck said probably 
65 
more 
county residents 
became home gardeners this 
year than did in 1974 
She 
also 
estim ated 
a 
IOO - increase in food preserva­ 
tion of some sort, whether can­ 
ning in jars and tin cans, or 
freezing 
This has been our biggest 
year for requests for bulletins 
about food preservation,” she 
related, "and we tested 75 
home canners in the county this 


year Last year we didn t test 
any." 
M rs 
B ed eck 
a ls o sa id 
We've had more complaints 
this year than ever before about 
bds coming unsealed after nine 
or ten days, 
she explained, and 
warned that no one should sam ­ 
ple the contents of a jar which 
has com e unsealed 
What is the outlook for the 
future'’ Are shortages of can­ 
ning supplies here to stay? 
Ball Co says it will continue 
its 
step p ed -u p p rod u ction 
schedule until it can m eet de­ 
mand 
The company estim ates 
its production has increased 
90' 
since 1972, and projects 
another 50'; increase bv 1976. 
But company officials admit 
they have been unable to m ain­ 
tain an inventory, and even the 
I 6 billion canning lids the en­ 
tire industry is expected to 
produce this year may not suf­

We haven’t had any lids in 
two weeks, and we have no 


promise of getting anv in the 
near future," said H E B s 
Larry Rosenblad. adding, “ I 
doubt it there will be any more 
during the canning season." 
Bedeck says the manufac­ 
turers should be able to catch 
up by next year, and the grocers 
said more supplies should be

I NOER PROVISIONS of the new law. which 
has been extended to Texas for a period of seven 
years, the Attorney General is required to 
review such annexations and local election law 
changes and reply within 60 days.
